To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Elstree  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report,  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1951. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Birth  rate  of  17.8  (per  1,000  population)  is  below  the  average  of 
19.3  for  the  past  5 years,  but  above  the  average  of  16.9  for  the  past  25  years. 
The  Death  rate  of  5.5  (per  1,000  population)  is  again  conspicuously  low, 
the  average  rate  for  the  past  25  years  being  8.4.  For  England  and  Wales, 
the  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  15.5  and  12.5  respectively. 

Diphtheria 

A monthly  clinic  is  held  for  immunisation  and  close  co-operation  is 
maintained  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  93  Children  were  immun- 
ised at  the  clinic  during  the  year.  For  the  sixth  successive  year  there  were 
no  notifications  of  diphtheria. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  15  new  cases  during  the  year  as  compared  with  11,  10,  15, 
12  and  12  respectively  in  the  years  1950  to  1946  inclusive.  These  figures 
do  not  include  cases  reported  from  Shenley  Hospital. 

Food  Preparers 

During  the  year  regular  sampling  of  ice-cream  was  continued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin 
for  March,  1947.  Results  are  given  on  page  17  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

Housing 

86  permanent  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year, 
66  by  the  Council  and  20  privately.  In  addition  241  houses  were  com- 
pleted and  occupied  on  the  London  County  Council  estates  in  the  district. 
The  increase  in  population,  which  will  gain  momentum  in  the  next  year  or 
two,  has  brought  additional  work  and  new  problems.  Not  the  least  of 
these  problems  is  the  growing  need  for  a local  hospital. 

General 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  once  more  to  the  Council  for  their 
support  during  the  year  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  officials  generally 
for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  Shenley  and  Ridge 
which  are  chiefly  agricultural  and  residential,  and  Elstree.  In 
Elstree  the  principal  occupations  are  industrial,  more  particularly 
the  film  studios  and  allied  industries,  photographing  processing, 
knitting  mills,  electrical  accessories  and  light  engineering.  Elstree 
is  to  some  extent  residential,  particularly  on  the  west  side  of  the 
London  Midland  Region  Railway  Line.  On  the  east  side  of  the 
London  Midland  Region  Railway  Station,  in  the  Boreham  Wood 
portion  of  the  parish,  considerable  development  has  taken  place 
in  the  past  decade.  A number  of  new  factories  were  erected 
prior  to  and  during  the  war.  Various  types  of  industry  are  rep- 
resented including  the  manufacture  of  cosmetics  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals,  pertol  tanks,  ventilation  equipment  as  well 
as  printing  and  light  engineering  works. 

During  the  year  241  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  on 
the  L.C.C.  Housing  Site  No.  2 (Ripon  Way  area)  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  roads  and  sewers  were  being  constructed 
on  the  Site  No.  1 (Theobald  Street).

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

1.  Public  Health  Officers 

One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  Senior  and  one  additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(Both  whole-time,  both  qualified  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Meat 
and  Food  Inspectors). 

2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Examination  of  sputum  is  carried  out  at  the  Herts  County 
Council  Laboratory.  Swabs  are  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association.  Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Sector  Laboratory,  Peace  Memorial  Hospital, 
Watford. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  conveyed  to  the  Coppetts  Wood 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  ambulance  for  non-infectious  cases 
provided  by  the  Herts  County  Council  is  stationed  at  the  Fire 
Station,  Manor  Way  and  is  manned  by  the  Herts  Fire  and  Ambu- 
lance Brigade  Staff.  If  this  service  is  not  available  Ambulances 
are  on  call  from  a pool  controlled  by  the  West  Herts  Divisional 
Control,  St.  Albans. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  Nursing  Associations  in  Elstree,  Boreham  Wood, 
Shenley  and  Ridge,  supplying  three  whole-time  nurses  who  work 
under  the  Herts  County  Council.  Two  whole-time  Health 
Visitors  cover  the  Elstree  Rural  District.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  (i)  Water 

The  following  information  with  respect  to  the  water  supply  of 
the  area  is  given  in  accordance  with  Circular  42/51  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

1.  The  water  supply  was  maintained  during  1951  at  a satis- 
factory standard  in  (a)  quality  and  (b)  quantity. 

2.  The  Colne  Valley  Water  Company  are  the  suppliers  and 
have  provided  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the 
sampling  of  the  water  supplies  during  the  year: — 

556  samples  of  raw  water  were  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  were  variable. 

2,069  samples  of  supply  water  were  submitted  to  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 
337  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined  chemically  and 
the  results  were  variable. 

446  samples  of  supply  water  were  examined  chemically  and 
the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

3.  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvent. 

4.  There  was  no  action  during  the  year  in  respect  of  any  con- 
tamination. 

5.  Of  the  3,647  houses  in  the  district: — 

{a)  3,624  or  99.4  per  cent  are  supplied  from  piped  water 

mains  direct  to  the  house. 

{b)  12  or  .3  per  cent  by  means  of  standpipes  (6  Shenley 

Parish,  6 Ridge  Parish) 

(c)  1 1 isolated  houses  have  no  piped  water  supply  (9  Shenley 

Parish,  2 Ridge  Parish). 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  two  sewage  works  in  the  Elstree  Parish  were 
closed  down  and  connection  was  made  to  the  trunk  sewer  forming 
part  of  the  Colne  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  (disposal  works  at 
Maple  Cross). 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

A few  cases  of  minor  pollution  of  streams  were  investigated. 
Several  ponds  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  Insecticide  as  a precaution 
against  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  about  80  pail  closets  at  out-lying  farms 
and  farm  cottages  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  served 
by  water-closets ; these,  with  the  exception  of  a few  which  discharge 
into  cesspools,  are  connected  to  public  sewers. 
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(ii)  Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  the  whole  of  the  district  by  the 
Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor), and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Green  Street, 
Shenley. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

The  prescribed  tabular  statement  is  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  which  commences  on  page  12. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

(v)  Camping  Sites 

(a)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  during 
1951  was  two,  licensed  by  the  Council  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(b)  27  annual  licences  authorising  individual  applicants  to 
station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  were  issued  during 
the  year. 

(c)  Estimated  maximum  number  of  caravanners  resident  in 
the  area  at  one  time,  excluding  holders  of  individual  licences, 
180. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  The  Council 
is  a constituent  member  of  the  London  and  Home  Counties  Smoke 
Abatement  Advisory  Council;  the  Sanitary  Inspector  represents 
the  Hertfordshire  Local  Authorities  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
the  area. 

4.  Schools 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  supplied  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company.  The 
schools  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  especially  on  an  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease 
for  the  purpose  of  excluding  or  examining  possible  contacts  and 
advising  on  any  necessary  measures. 

No  schools  were  closed  for  infectious  disease. 

5.  Rodent  Control 

One  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  part-time  on  this  work  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector.  During 
the  year  88  domestic  premises  and  17  business  and  other  premises 
received  treatment.  No  Statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 
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The  Council  operate  a free  service  for  domestic  premises  but 
charges  are  made  for  rodent  control  treatment  carried  out  to 
business  premises. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  covering 
the  whole  of  the  district.  61  manholes  were  baited  and  there  was 
one  complete  take  of  the  baits  laid;  this  manhole  was  subsequently 
treated  with  poisoned  bait.

(a)  Milk  Supply

During  the  year  one  notice  was  served  under  Regulation  20  of 
the  Milk  Regulations  1949  requiring  the  heat  treatment  of  milk 
in  respect  of  which  a sample  was  reported,  after  biological  examina- 
tion for  tubercle  bacilli,  to  be  positive.  Subsequently,  the  herd 
was  certified  non-tuberculous  and  the  notice  was  withdrawn.

SECTION  F 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  15  cases  of  Scarlet  fever.  The  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Seven  cases  were  removed 
to  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is 
immediately  available  if  required. 

Routine  terminal  disinfection  has  been  discontinued  except  in 
the  cases  where  other  children  are  in  the  family  or  where  so  requested 
by  the  householder.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Elstree  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951,  which  I now  have  pleasure 
in  submitting,  is,  rather  ominously,  my  thirteenth  in  your  service. 
I do  not  think  it  is  characterised  by  any  of  the  ill-omens  usually 
associated  with  that  number. 

During  the  year,  a great  deal  of  prominence  has  been  accorded 
to  the  caravan  problem  and  the  number  of  applications  for  licences 
to  station  and  occupy  this  type  of  dwelling  has  increased  moment- 
ously. At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  94 
caravans  in  the  whole  of  the  district,  64  on  two  licensed  sites,  27 
holders  of  individual  licences  and  3 unauthorised.  All  individual 
caravans  are  subject  to  annual  licence  and  a close  surveillance  is 
maintained  to  ensure  that  public  health  requirements  are  complied 
with. 

The  Food  Bye-Laws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1938  have  proved  a valuable  addition  to  your  officers’ 
powers  of  enforcing  a satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  food 
industry.  All  food  handlers  and  preparers  in  the  district  are 
visited  regularly  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act  and  Bye-Laws. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  now  in  process  of  being  brought 
up-to-date  and  I hope  to  comment  on  this  in  my  next  report. 

May  I once  again  express  to  you  my  thanks  for  your  continued 
confidence  and  support  and  to  my  colleagues  and  staff  my  appre- 
ciation of  their  unstinting  cooperation  and  assistance.
